Dreyfus was condemned,,and who in 
the present trial is the virtual prose- 
cutor, was called upon for a statement 
of the position of tlie anti-Dreyfusards, 
and the general sent his oldest son to 
convey the following expression of-hiis 
views: 


"General Mercier considers it useless 


to attempt to convert foreign opinion 
regarding 
the 
Dreyfus 
question, in 


which, moreover, foreigners have no 
right to intervene. Foreign people:; 
have been misled by their press, which 
is violently Dreyfusard, for the very 
good reason that a majority of the for- 
eign newspapers-have been bribed by 
the Jewish syndicate. General Mercier 
considers anything he might say ex- 
plaining his position, which is that of 
a majority of the French people, would 
be useless. The best reply to Dreyfus- 
ard statements abroad will be the con- 
demnation of Dreyfus. 


"This condemnation is only a matter 


of ten days or a fortnight, for condemn- 
ed Dreyfus certainly will be. Foreign- 
ers will then see that their journals 
have deceived them, for they will rec- 
ognize that the mass of the French na- 
tion, who will receive the news of the 
ronviclion of Dreyfus as joyful tidings, 
is not composed of officials, and that 
the majority of the French applaud the 
condemnation because it is just and 
merited."

Churches mid Other Structures Pil- 


laged aud Wret'lccd by the Frenzied 
Jlobs, amlSoldiers and Police Knifed 
and Clubbed — Hundreds AVounded, 
uud Wholesale Arrests Made. 
Paris, Aug. 21.—The clays of the com- 


muue was recalled here on Sunday 
afternoon and night. Groups oi rabid 
anarchists and" socialists were gathered 
together, in respouse to an appeal of 
two newspapers." 


Sebastian Faure and Fabrot, well 


known revolutionary anarchists, were 
the ringleaders. ' Faure, standing oil 
the pedestal of the statue which rises 
in the center of the Place de la Repub- 
lique, addressed 
the crowd. 
Among 


other things, lie said that the anar- 
chists should be masters of the streets. 
The police then interfered and dislodg- 
ed Faure and Fabrot, making three ar- 
rests^. 
The crowd at this point dis- 


persed, but a column of demonstrators, 
headed by Faure and Henri de Horr, 
made for the Place de la Nation. 


The police broke through the column 


and a struggle for the mastery follow- 
ed. Shots were fired, and H. Goullier, 
commissary 
of 
police, 
was 
twice 


stabbed with a knife. 


This threw the police into momenta- 


ry confusion. 
The mob reassembled 


and ran toward the Place de la Nation. 
The police, reinforced by a squad that 
had been held in reserve, made another 
attempt to stem the current, and fresh, 
fierce fighting occurred, three consta- 
bles being wounded. 
Faure and De 


Horr jumped into a passing streetcar 
that was going to the Place de la Re- 
publique, and the car driver on arriv- 
ing there gave a signal to the police, 
who immediately arrested them both, 
together with two other anarchists, Jo- 
seph Ferrier and Jean Pen-in. 


In the meantime the anarchist mob 


retraced its course to the Place de la 
Republique, smashing the windows of 
religious edifices on. the way. 
Sudden- 


ly, either at the word of command or 
in obedience to impulse, the column 
made a loop and curved toward the 
Church of St. Ambroise, where the riot- 
era smashed in the windows. 


Church Wrecked. 


Proceeding thence toward the Fau- 


bourg du Temple, they formed up into 
a compact body. 
Hatchets were sud- 


denly produced, with long knives stolen 
from the counters of shops, and a con- 
certed rush was made upon the Church 
of St. Joseph. The aged sacristan, see- 
ing the mob, hastily closed the outer 
gates, but these were soon forced with 
hatchets and bars of iron. The mass- 
ive oaken doors were then attacked, 
broken open, and the interior of the 
church wrecked. The pulpit was fired. 


Meanwhile the sacristan, who had 


been captured by the anarchists, es- 
caped and called the police and Repub- 
lican Guards, -who promptly arrived 
with many constables. They were com- 
pelled to fall back in order to form up 
into line of defense, as the anarchists 
attacked them fearfully with knives. 


At length the officers began to gain 


the mastery. 
A' score of anarchists 


took refuge in an adjacent house; oth- 
ers intrenched themselves in the bel- 
fry and fiercely defended themselves 
by showering missiles on the Repub- 
lican Guards, but finally these were dis- 
lodged. 
Twenty anarchists were ar- 


rested, taken to the police station, 
searched and found to be carrying re- 
volvers, loaded sticks and knives. 


Besides St. Joseph's church two cafes 


were wrecked. 


The prefecture of police gives the 


following statistics of the riots: Three 
hundred and eighty persons were in- 
jured and 3GO taken to the hospitals. 
Fifty-nine police agents were wound- 
ed, besides Commissaries Goutier and 
Dolsmine. One hundred and fifty per- 
sons were arrested, of whom SO are de- 
tained in custody. 


Up to a late hour 20,000 people were 


in the Boulevard de Magenta. They 
were kept constantly moving by the 
Republican Guards, who made a re- 
markable display of force.
